The elimination of the 
retainer will save the city 
roughly $1.75 million, the 
report said. 

The report also says the 
city could be facing a $35 
million deficit, up from an 
earlier prediction of $30 
million.

“We will be looking at 
any possible evidence that 
may have been left in the 
snow,” said Henry. 

Police are asking anyone 
who may have been in the 
area where the body was

Forget door-knocking and 
kissing babies, as Canadian 
politicians LOL with a mu¬ 
tating demographic of 
techno-sawy potential vot¬ 
ers on Twitter. 

The social networking 
phenomenon has exploded 
since its launch in 2006, 
and now has a reported sev¬ 
en million users. 

Politicians at the munici¬ 
pal, provincial and federal 
level are tweeting on a daily 
basis, reaching a subculture 
that may not receive politi¬ 
cal influence otherwise. 

“It shows that govern¬ 
ments are in the know, con¬ 
nected and paying atten¬ 
tion to what people are pas¬ 
sionate about,” said Edmon¬ 
ton tech guru Mack Male. 
“Right now, young people 
seem to be big on Twitter.” 

Premier Ed Stelmach has 
a page (#premierstelmach), 
on which he and his 
staffers are followed by 
about 400 users. 

Stelmach is becoming in¬ 
creasingly plugged-in, post¬ 


ing some of his own up¬ 
dates on speeches, trips he 
has taken overseas and re¬ 
sponses to heated provin¬ 
cial decisions. 

“The premier is very in¬ 
terested, is very open-mind¬ 
ed and wants know about 
new developments on this 
area of social media,” said 
spokesman Tom Olsen. “It’s 
a quick way to get informa¬ 
tion out.” 

The youngest member of 
Edmonton city council, 29- 
year-old Coun. Don Iveson, 
said using Twitter and so¬ 
cial networking sites could 
be the next logical step for 
politicians keeping pace 
with the new millennium. 

“I don’t care what people 
are having for lunch, and 
I’m not following those 
people,” Iveson said. “But 
I’m really interested in 
what people involved in 
other municipalities are do¬ 
ing.” 

Even Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper has 
jumped aboard the infor¬ 
mation superbandwagon. 
He’s followed by, and is fol¬ 
lowing, more than 9,000 
users.

46 to get gender reassignment funds: Tories 


surgery Alberta’s govern¬ 
ment will be funding gen¬ 
der reassignment surgeries 
for 46 people in the system, 
but those who are currently 
considering surgeries will 
have to pay out of their own 
pocket, confirmed Premier 
Ed Stelmach yesterday. 

Stelmach’s comments 
came within minutes after 
Health Minister Ron Liepert 


told the legislature 26 pa¬ 
tients will get funding for 
the surgery and another 20 
will be getting approvals for 
funding. The government 
decided to cut the service 
from this year’s budget, 
which could save roughly 
$700,000 a year. 

Several patients have al¬ 
ready vowed to file a com¬ 
plaint today with the 


province’s human rights 
commission. The Alberta 
Liberals say a legal challenge 
could leave Alberta taxpay¬ 
ers with a bill that costs the 
same as the cutback.

Foreign nations have 
stepped up their efforts to 
infiltrate Canada and steal 
valuable industrial, 
military and commercial 
secrets, the Canadian spy 
agency says in its latest 
annual report. 

The Canadian Security 
Intelligence Service (CSIS) 
also expressed concern 
about foreign interference 
in the country’s domestic 
affairs, given Canada’s 
multicultural makeup and 
large immigrant communi¬ 
ties. 

The report for the year 
2007-2008 was quietly 
posted on the agency’s 
website earlier this month 
with no publicity. No one 


at the agency was immedi¬ 
ately available for com¬ 
ment. 

“Foreign espionage — 
the primary preoccupation 
of intelligence agencies 
right up until the 1990s — 
continued unabated after 
(the) 9-11 (attacks on the 
United States). It is in fact 
growing and becoming 
even more sophisticated 
and aggressive through the 
application of new tech¬ 
nologies,” the report said. 

Foreign spies are inter¬ 
ested in sectors such as 
agriculture, biotechnology, 
communications, oil ex¬ 
ploitation, mining, aero¬

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Why are police camera-shy?

policeman’s lot is 
not a happy one. 
Gilbert and Sulli¬ 
van got that right. 
On the one hand, 
we expect the thin blue se¬ 
curity blanket will keep our 
streets and homes safe, and 
maybe that expectation is 
unrealistic, considering all 


the sharks and other preda¬ 
tors on the prowl these 
days. 

On the other, we depend 
on police to model saint¬ 
like behaviour as they try 
to control crime, and when¬ 
ever they go over the line 
or even come close to it, we 
all shriek in unison: “police 
brutality.” 

As often as not, they go 
to all that trouble to arrest 
and charge the bad guys, 
who just laugh because 
they know some soft judge 
will put them back on the 
street to prey and prey 
again. 

But whatever happens, 


we should be able to count 
on the boys and girls in 
blue to tell the good guys 
from the bad guys. Here in 
Vancouver, that’s not a sure 
thing. 

Exhibit A: A recent pho¬ 
tograph of newspaper pho¬ 
tographer Jason Payne 
which appears to show him 
held in an armloclc by a 
Vancouver police officer 
who was trying, successful¬ 
ly it turned out, to seize his 
camera. Police said the offi¬ 
cer thought the camera 
captured evidence of police 
officers shooting a man in¬ 
side a stolen truck boxed in 
by police. To be clear: the 


officer manhandled a citi¬ 
zen and journalist and con¬ 
fiscated his property, even 
though the photographer 
had broken no laws and the 
officer had no warrant and 
had not made an arrest. 
The officer simply took the 
law into his own hands. 

Coming after a number 
of high-profile incidents of 
police in Vancouver, er, up¬ 
holding the law with ex¬ 
treme prejudice, including 
an all too similar incident 
when police seized the cell¬ 
phone of a man who cap¬ 
tured a fatal police shoot¬ 
ing on a downtown street, 
you have to wonder 



what it is about a camera 
that brings out the worst in 
our city’s finest. 

Then, of course, there’s 
the infamous Dzielcanski 
incident, in which RCMP 
officers Tasered a confused 
Polish traveller for the 
crime of brandishing a sta¬ 
pler, then tried to confis¬ 
cate the cellphone video ev¬ 
idence after the event. But 
it was too late. That video 
now stands as tragic wit¬ 
ness to police allegedly 
abusing their power. 

Apparently, police are 
having trouble deciding 
which threat to pursue, law 
breakers or picture takers. 


Surely they 
know now that 
everyone over the age of 
four has a camera phone, 
it’s useless to try to stamp 
out video evidence. As in 
the Jason Payne case, 
there’s always a backup cit¬ 
izen journalist in the 
crowd. So the police might 
as well just do their best in 
the full light of day. Then 
they never have to worry 
about who’s photograph¬ 
ing whom.

France seeks to stop 
forced marriages 


France launched a new 
campaign to warn poten¬ 
tial victims of forced mar¬ 
riages and female genital 
mutilation yesterday, with 
stark posters and booklets 
showing a wedding ring 
made of barbed wire. 

France is home to an es¬ 
timated 55,000 victims of 
female genital mutilation, 
mostly of African origin, 
and some 70,000 young 
women at risk of being 
forced into marriage, gov¬ 
ernment officials said. 

European nations have 
ramped up efforts to pro¬ 


tect girls of Asian, Middle 
Eastern or African descent 
who are lured abroad and 
married off. 

Victims of genital muti¬ 
lation are often children of 
primary school age sub¬ 
jected to the ordeal during 
holidays, activists said. The 
operation is meant to en¬ 
sure a woman’s chastity 
and improve her chances 
of finding a husband. 

France plans to distrib¬ 
ute more than 100,000 
booklets providing legal 
and medical advice and 
contacts for victims, doc-

Somali pirates seize two 
ships, attack two more 


Indian ocean Somali pi¬ 
rates hijacked two more 
cargo vessels and opened 
fire on two more yesterday, 
including a U.S.-flagged 
ship. 

The capture of the Greek- 
owned MV Irene E.M. and 
Togo-flagged MV Sea Horse 
showed pirates have not 
been deterred by two raids 
in which U.S. and French 
forces killed five pirates. 

NATO officials said a Por¬ 
tuguese warship received a 
pre-dawn distress call from 
the Irene E.M. The East 
African Seafarers’ Assis¬ 
tance Programme said the 
ship’s 22 Filipino crew 


members were all un¬ 
harmed. 

Hours later, the MV Sea 
Horse was seized about 143 
kilometres off Somalia by 
pirates on board three or 
four skiffs. 

Pirates yesterday at¬ 
tacked the Liberty Sun, a 
U.S.-flagged cargo ship, 
with rockers and 
grenades,. The pirates were 
unable to board, and the 
ship was placed under U.S. 
military escort. 

Earlier in the day, the 
Liberian-flagged Saftnarine 
Asia was similarly at¬ 
tacked, but the ship was 
able to escape. reuters 


North Korea 
orders nuclear 
watchdogs out 

Pyongyang North Korea

Getting there, as they say, 
is half the fun. 

On a recent family excur¬ 
sion to the Algonquin Park 
area for a few days vaca¬ 
tion, I booked a 2009 Maz- 
da6 GT V6 because it was a 
double standout last year. 

It won its categoiy (Best 
New Family Car, $22,000- 
$30,000) at the annual Au¬ 
tomotive Journalists Associ¬ 
ation of Canada (AJAC) Car 
of the Year awards. Then it 
almost took the overall CO- 
TY title losing by one, sin¬ 
gle point to the Hyundai 
Genesis. 

The 2009 model is easily 
the best-looking Mazda6 
yet. 

From the front fenders 
back, you can see how the 
lines in some of Mazda’s 
recent concepts were 
moulded into the overall 
structure. An example is a 
very subtle and elegant “S” 
curve that flows from the 
high point of the roof 
down and back to the tip 


of the rear deck. 

But the most pro¬ 
nounced feature of the ex¬ 
ternal styling is the way 
the front fenders flare out 
like wings, and along with 
the five-point grille, gives 
the car the look of a broad 
arrow. 

Starting with the RX-8 
sportscar then the CX-7 
CUV and more recently the 
2010 Mazda3, this is now 
the signature styling cue 
for the entire model line¬ 
up. 

The 2009 Mazda6 is larger 
than the previous version in 


every dimension. Wheel¬ 
base is lengthened by 115 
mm; overall length is 
greater by 195 mm, while 
overall width is increased 
by 60 mm. 

The steering wheel has a 
nice feel to it and the in¬ 
struments, with amber 
and violet display hues, are 
easy on the eyes. 

Tested here is the GT V6, 
and my wife, son and I each 
drove the car and found the 
power driver’s seat could be 
adjusted for three very dif¬ 
ferent body shapes.

memory settings, all of us 
could be happy. 

One of Mazda’s prime 
objectives was to include 
“Zoom, Zoom” in the ride 
and handling. In other 
words, the 2009 Mazda6 
had to have the “soul of a 
sports car.” 

We all commented on 
the big brakes that are 
very solid in actuation that 
leads to a feel of confi¬ 
dence behind the wheel. 

My tester was equipped 
with the blind spot system 
that lit up an icon in ei¬ 
ther mirror each time a 
car came into the blind 
spot zone.

Mazda6 a winner 


Across Rockies 
on a tank of gas

Sure, it was an effective 
way to showcase a fuel-effi¬ 
cient vehicle and an eco- 
friendly blend of gas, but 
one big reason why four 
men drove two cars from 
Calgaiy to Vancouver on 
single tanks of gas was sim¬ 
ply to stroke the male ego. 

Last year, Halifax Volk¬ 
swagen dealer Mike 
Velemirovich drove a Volk¬ 
swagen TDI more than 
1,100 kilometres from Hal¬ 
ifax to Montreal to see his 
favourite hockey team 
play, the Canadiens. 

This year, Calgary Volk¬ 
swagen dealer Jerry Sturko 
challenged him to a repeat, 
but this time from Calgary 
to Vancouver to catch a 
Flames-Canucks game. 

“I said to him, “Well, 
(driving from Halifax to 
Montreal) is not bad, I 
guess, but the real test 
would be to take these 
TDIs over the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains (from Calgary) to Van¬ 
couver,”’ said Sturko. 

“It kind of grew out of 


guys being guys, basically, 
into the idea of doing this 
on a scale to really test and 
showcase the vehicles,” 
said James Tansey, one of 
the four drivers and presi¬ 
dent of Offsetters, a Van¬ 
couver-based company 
that works to reduce cli¬ 
mate impact. 

Along with Vancouver 
Volkswagen dealer Jim 
Tompkins, a consultant 
and a videographer, the 
group — dressed in hockey 
and referee jerseys — met 
in Calgaiy and piled into 
two Volkswagen TDIs at 
4:30 a.m. on April 7. 

Running on a blend of 
diesel and five per cent 
biodiesel, the two cars ar¬ 
rived in Vancouver 15 
hours later — just in time 
to see the Canucks defeat 
the Flames. 

“We (used) less than five 
litres per 100 kilometres, 
which is about double the 
fuel efficiency of the aver¬ 
age North American 
fleet,” said Tansey, who al¬ 
so emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of driving intelli¬ 
gently by not accelerating 
and breaking hard.

Kirk Douglas 
plays an out-of-luclc jour¬ 
nalist who risks lives to 
stretch a news story that 


could save his career in 
Wilder’s follow up to Sun¬ 
set Boulevard. 

“It’s a terrific movie, but 
it bombed really badly,” he 
says. “Movie historians 
think the journalists who 
were reviewing the film 
were so offended by it that 
they trashed it.”

Steak and 
Onions 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tsp (10 ml) olive oil 

5 large onions, halved and 
thinly sliced 
1 tbsp (15 ml) sugar 

3 tbsp (45 ml) balsamic 
vinegar 

1 tbsp (15 ml) orange zest 
1/4 cup fresh orange juice 
3/4 tsp (4 ml) oregano 
3/4 tsp (4 ml) salt 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) black pepper 
1 lb (500 g) well-trimmed 
boneless beef top round, 
cut about 2 in. (5 cm) thick 
1 tsp (5 mL) garlic powder 
1/4 tsp (1 ml) cayenne pep¬ 
per 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large non¬ 
stick frying pan over medi¬ 
um-high heat. Add onions 
and sugar, and cook, stir¬ 
ring occasionally, until 
onions begin to brown, 20 
minutes. 


2. Add vinegar, orange 
zest, orange juice, 1/2 tsp 
(2 ml) oregano, 1/2 tsp (2 
ml) salt, and black pepper. 
Cook until onions are wilt¬ 
ed and glazed, 5 minutes. 

3. Meanwhile, preheat 
broiler. Rub beef with re¬ 
maining 1/4 tsp (1 ml) 
oregano, 1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt, 
garlic powder and cayenne 
pepper. Broil beef 4 in. (10 
cm) from heat until medi¬ 
um, 5 minutes per side. 

Let rest 5 minutes before 
cutting into thin slices. 
Serve with mashed 
potatoes and broccoli.
